Here being nothing ſo natural to a Creature indued with 
- life, as by all means poſſible to endeavour the perſerving 
of it, it may be juſtly matter of admiration to the conſt- 
dering part of the World, that ſome that ſeem to have 
improved their underſtandings many degrees beyond the reach of Or- 
(pars in all manner of Knowledge, ſhould yet degenerate fo far 
4 tobe more ſtupid than the Brutes themſelves, and not only endea- 
your toperſwade men out of their ſenſes, and render them meer Statues, 
but flout at, yea repreſent them as perſons not worthy to be ſuffered 
to livein the World, who cannot be ſo far bewitched out of both their 
Reaſon and Senſe, but ſtand up for the Common Intereſt of Mankind, 
and maintain the Common Liberties and Priviledges thereof, than 
vhich none is more innate, nor more approved, either among Chriſti- 
ans or Heathens ( ſome few ſelf-deſigning, and other weak perſons 
hood-winkt by them excepted ) than that of Innocent ſelf-defence is ; 
which if it could be removed from the minds of men, what could be 
expeted in the World but Tyranny, and all manner of Injuſtice and 
Oppreſſion? And though many of late are ſufficiently perſwaded of the 
folly (if not wickedne( ).of thoſe principl-s, and returned to their right 
vits again, yet how many are there ſtill, whom eithershe Vanity of 
being accounted conſtant in their Opinions, or ſome worſe principle, 
keeps as Stiff and Tenacious of their miſchievous Tenet, as ever? Yea fo 
far have they blinded themſelves, that they cannot, or at leaſt will not 
ſee what miſchiefs they have already brought upon theſe Kingdoms, 
that 'twas next to a Miracle that they had natibeen inevitably ruined : 
andtho' a year ago many of them were ſcalible of their being roo 
ative in propagating ſuch principles, and ſeemed to reſolve for the fu- 

ure not to be ſo inſtrumental 
was the Storm over, but they ſtraight licked up their Vomut 8

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and have bzcome as great Wonderers after that Beaſt as ever and « 
ready to condemn all thoſe that maintain that great principle of Sel 
defence, which is the only Bulwark againſt Slavery and Tyranny, , 
Rebellious, Seditious, Enemies to Kings, &%. Wherein they ben 
their Groſs Ignorance, fince Rebellion as ſuch mult needs conlilt in t 
Offenſive, and not in the Defenſive part, as we may fee from both Q. 
cred and profane Hiſtory, to inſtance bur a few that of the 5 King; 
the Cicies of the Plain who had ſerved Chedarlaomer 13 years, andf, 
owned him for their Lawful Soveraign, and without any At of 0 
preſſion committed by him againſt them at that time rebelled ; Thy 
of Corah, whith has been ſo much infiſted on, when there was notth 
'leaft injuſtice committed by Moſes againſt them, not to mention athen 
there being no juſt reaſcn in both caſes why they ſhould have r:&e. 
led, feeing they enjoyed both their Priviledges and Lives, As {vr 
their branding honeſt ſpirited men as being Enemies to Kings, there 
no man if he reflects impartially upon our Non-refiſtance men, by: 
muſt acknowledge that nonehave proved more miſchievous to Ki 
than they : Tho we have ſuthciency of Inſtances to prove the Truh 
of this, yet if we but look back -to that unfortunate Prince the late 
King Fares, as being freſheſt in our memory, we may eaſily (ei, 
For who Knows not that that Prince might have ſtill been fitting up 
his Throne, and that whatever Zeal he might have had for his Rely 
on, yet would not have run ſo great a riſque, as lltegally to introduce 
it, and to overturn the Conſtitution of our Government both Civil and 
Eccleſiaſtical, had he not believed, that becauſe that Opinion had got 
ſach an Aſcendant about his coming to the Crown' that his Subj 
would prove another Thebean Legion, nay hold our their Throas 
the Knife, and unconcernedly ſuffer themſelves to be bubbled out of 
their Religion, Lives and Liberties ? Nay were not the Patrons of thi 
Afinine Opinion opprobriouſly twitted by the Jeſuits here, whenin 
their higheſt Elevation, that tho? His then Majeſty ſhould introduce Pv 
pery, and put all his Proteſtant Subje&s to the Sword, yet they mul 
not reſiſt him under the pain of damnation ? Nor do I believe thatany 
Prince under the Size of a Tyrant will look upon ſuch men as any 
ther than ſelf-ſceking Paraſites, and equally Enemies borh to him and 
his Subjets, whom a Good Prince will cheriſh as his Children, Nat 
will he fear, notwithſtanding it be the Received Opinion that in cal 
a King ſhould degenerate into a Tyrant, and inſtead of maintaining hs 
Subjects in theirRights andPriviledges ſhould oppreſs and deſtroy them,

Hiſtories bath: Sacred and Profane, . and ſhew that however that has 
been traduced by weak men, ar men of depraved principles, . yet-in all 

ge of the World it has been received as the Soveraign Remedy a- 
pzanſt Oppreſſion, by as Wiſe, Pious, Learned men as any that are or 
ave been in the World, and in number infinitely excceding the other, 
1d that they never queſtioned the Lawfulneſs thereof when neceſſity 
xced them thereto ( for otherwiſe. it cannot be Self-defence).and have 
7 atimeous, . innocent. uſe thereof preſerved their Lives, and treed 
iem(elves from- the Oppretſtons they groaned under ; and have pro» 
wred themſelves ſuch a laſting ſetrlement that rheir Poſterity ſince 
uppily enjoys what they thus purchaſed for them. 

The- firſt Inſtance I ſhall begin with is that of David when King 
paul ſouphe to take his life away, that he. might ſecure the Kingdom

thers Houle, Stay with me, fear not, for be that ſeeketh my life ſeehul 
thy life, but thou ſhalt be ſafe with we. Now I would fain know why 
Gloſs our Author would put upon theſe words ; for if David had no 
thoſe men with defign ro defend himſelf againſt Sau! and his Parties hy 
ſhould ſend out totake hin, what comfort could that be to Abiaths, 
that upon a Party of them coming againſt them he would furrende 
bimGlf and ſo he would bear 4biarhar Company in Death ?

edly import this, I will defend thy Life a: 1 will my own to the um: 
And tho? it be certainthat David fled ſeveral times before Saul, wh 
ther he could, yer the reaſon why he did fo is expreſly mentioned in 
Scripture, viz. For fear of Saul, becauſe he had much more numerow 
Forces with him, and fo could have eaſily cut off him and his Men ; 
and betides, he being in League with Fonarban, fo as he acknoy- 
ledged even the Crown to be his due after his Fathers Death, he kuey 
thar if he could ward off the Blow till Sauls Death, he ſhould haveno 
reaſon to fear, which made him toſeek no more than only to ſhunes- 
countring with him: but had he been ſo ſhut up as that there had ben 
no viſible way of eſcape without fighting him and hisForces,there snot 
the leaſt doubt to be made but he would have oppoſed him to theuk 
moſt, lr is worth the while here to obſerve that Sau! purſuedDavidorly 
upon a private ſpight, and as a privateman z we do not hear of ary It 
croachment made upon the Priviledges and Liberties of the People i 
General, but that Sew acquitted himſelf indifferently, as to that, fare

ir thus far, for thus it muſt be : Now had this been a {1n, it Cannot be 
ſuppoſed but that our Saviour would not only have forbid it at this 
time, but have warned his Diſciples againſt it for ever ; And as tothe 
words, He that uſeth the Sword ſhall periſh by the Sword, that makes 
nothing atall for Non-rcliſtance, ſince if raken meerly literally it would 
equally prohibit all fighting whatſoever, tho! againſt a Forreign Enemy 
Invading us, or againſt aRobber that 1s about to take away our Lives, 
which yet none will ſay is unlawful, And tho' ſome would make our 
Saviours Practice in this point a Rule for us, yet there 1s not the- let 
ground for it; For if we conlider the great Work of Redemption 
which he came into the World to accompliſh, we may ealily ſee that 
. we are nat to imitate every particular pratice of his ; and conſequent 
ly that tho? he would not defend himſelf againſt any, yet we may lay- 
fully do it, when neceſlity requires, ; | 
But ſince thoſe that plead ſo much for Non-refiſtance lay their main 
ſtreſs on Rom, 13. 1, 2, &c, and 1 Per. 2.13, We ſhall briefy 
hint at it. And it ſeems very plain that Obedience and SubjeRion to 
Lawful Magiſtrates is here inſiſted on, and not to-'T'yrants: For, 1, 
We are here commanded to be Subjed ro that Power which is the 
Ordinance of God, or as it is in Peter, the Ordinance of Man : But Ty- 
ranny is neither, but the Ordinance of Satan.Gerbard de Magift. Polit 
N. 54. Tells us that the Apoſtle accurately diſtinguiſhes berwix: the 
Power and the abuſe of the Power, and ſays that the Power, and not 
the abuſe of it, is from God, and likewiſe betwixt the Office it ſelf, and 
the Perſon in the Office, and Bez.s and many other Learned'Men art 
of the ſame Opinion. 2, The Power that is not to be reſiſted is for the 
terror of evil doers, and encouragement of thoſe that do well: But 
Tyranny 1s an encourager of thoſe that do evil, - and-a perſecutor of 
thoſe that do well, 3. Heis not to be reſiſted who is the Minit of 
God for good : But Tyrants are not the Miniſters of God, nor for goxl, 
but of Satan? And fo the Text inforces our Subjedtion, not to ſuchas 
are 7jrants, or abuſe their Power to the Oppreſſion and Deſtrudtion of 
SubjeQts, but to ſuch as carry themſelves as the Miniſters of God, 
the Ends appointed, viz, the Advancement of Order and Peace in 
the World: So that notwithſtanding any thing inthis Text, Tyrants, 
or rather Tyranny may be oppoſed, lf 
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If any object, That there was no need St, Pau! ſhould i 
much on ſubmiſſion to Magiſtrates that anſwered the true w- _ = 
rernment, ſince that:was a Duty fo plain that it needed not be much ins 
qlcated : I anſwer, with the abovementioned Gerhard, Polit, N. 24 
nd other Learned Men, That Sr, Pau gave this Exhortation to warn 
Chriſtians to! beware of that Hereſy that then got up ( which the Aus 
thor of the Hiſtory . of Paſſive Obedience mentions himſelf ) chat de- 

ad all Governments, and accounted them the contrivance of evil Soi. 
nts, and likewiſe to prevent . Chriſtians from being led aſide by the 
ſevs, who held it -unlawtul to yield any SubjeCtion to the Romans ; 
And therefore to confute theſe Errors, the Apoltle ſays, Let every Soul 
hk SubjeF to the Higher Powers ; and St, Peter, Be ſubjeft to every 
Ordinance of Man, But neither. of theſe Apoltles, carries this Non-re 
{ance and Subjetion to them to that heighth as thoſe men have done 
o late; Nor does either of them to ſay, that tho? a King were going to 
&ſtroy his Subjects, yet they muſt not defend themſelves, nor reſiſt the 
Lords anointed, tho? never ſo great a T'yrantz which undoubtedly they 
would have done had they deligned ſuch a degree of Non-reliltance as 
wslately ſo:much cryed up here. 

It may likewiſe be anſwered that the Apoſtles in the above-cited 
pacesare only giving Exhortations to private Chriſtians as ſuch, and 
not to Communities :And therefore what is ſpoken in both theſe Places 
does not concern the Body of a People ColleFroe, but pFroate Chriſtians 
in particular, And fo it makes nothing for our Adverſaries purpoſe. 

[ ſhall now /proceed to give ſome farther Initances of Self-Defence ; 
and ſince the Primitive Chriſtians Iye in my way [I ſhall a little conſi- 
der them, eſpecially fince ſo much ftrels is laid upon their practice ; bur 
if no ſtronger Argument can be produced than their practice, it will 
te very weak, 

For, Should -we make their praftice our Rule in this point, we 
wuſtdo the ſamic-in others that are parallel : And fo we ſhould hold it 
unlawful for ys'to defend our ſelves againſt a Rabble that have no Au- 
thory at all; 'For Tertwlian tells us that they would not reliſt the 
Common People that aſſailed them without any Law, and ſeems to put 
ro difference between reſiſting Emperors and private perſons, as appears 
by his words ; Ider ſurmus Imperatoribus 91 & vicins noftris —— YLucd 
emque enim mon'licet in Imperatorem, id nec in quenquan. We behave 
our ſelves after-the ſame manner to Emperors as we do to ofr Neigh- 
bour——— Whatever is not lawful to do againſt the Emperor, 1s not 
lawful againſt any Man, And ſeveral of the Fathers thought it uniaw- 


fal 
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ſull to kill even a Private wan vpontheir own defence. See Amiril, 1 
Offic. 1,:3. c. 4. Augyſt ; Epiſt. ad Public. 154. & de lib. Arbit. c,5, 1 
which is yet more, many of thoſe Chriſtians would not fo much d 
frem the fury of their Perſecutors ; Yea Tertul. condemned fight intin 
cf Perſecution, 4b. de fuga in perſecut. Many of them run wiltully upe 
perſecution, when they had no call from God to do'it : Nay, fo an 
tious were they of Martyrdem, that the Church at laſt was forced 
emit a Declaration, that if any wiltully expoſed themſelves to dange 
 unlefs he were taken up by the Perſecutors, he ſhould not be reputed 
Martyr. So that as the praQtice of the Primitive Chriſtians inthe 
abovementioned is ( as all acknowledge ) no Preſident for us, fore 
ther can it be in the other,ſince it is certain that what they did was rathe 
the Efte&t of a deſire of Martyrdom,whichyas Su/pirmsSeverusſapst 
gaped more after than men in his days did afterBifhoprick,than fg 
perſwaſion of the _— of Non-reſiſtance in all caſes. For we neve 
read that they maintained it unlawful for People to defend themfelye 
in any caſe. And Beſides, They bad no Law on their fide ; andthe 
fore their caſe was vaſtly different from .purs, who have our Relipia 
and Liberties confirmed to us by ſo many AQts of Parliament, 

But even then we find ſome Inſtances of ſelf-defence ; for about th 
Year 235, ſome men inhabiting Mareota, with force reſcued Dimyj 
of Alexandria, out of the hands of thoſe that were carrying him 
way; ſee Blondel Schol. im Grot. de Imp. Swm. Pot. And the ſame Z 
del tells us that about the year 310 the Armenians defended themlelye 
againſt Maximius, who came againſt them with an Army becauſe « 
their Religion; 

And fince the World was bleft with Chriſtian Emperors, andhul 
Laws made on their (ide, we find Chriftians behaved themſelves other 
wiſe than they did under Heathen Emperors, eſpecially when they 
were under ſuch Princes ag Apoſtatized from the true Religion, partic 
larly Tulian the Apeſtate : For the Chriftians of thoſe times did not 
only upbraid him, and prayed for his DeſtruQtion, bur plainly ſhewed, 
that if he had uſed forcible means agaioft them, they would have 
liſted him, as plainly appears from Gregory Nazianzen, Orat. 19}. 
307.4nd in his firſt Oration againſt Fulzan, And thatTyrant was ſenlibl 
enough of that, and therefore he never uſed open force againſt then, 
but took what underhand Methods he could to ſupplant them, wap

The Emperor ſent 7 Armies 
againſt them, viz. one under the Duke of Saxony, another under the 
Marqueſs of Brandenburgh and a 3d under the Biſhop of Trier, who 
in all conſiſted of 200000 Men. Yet they were routed in ſeveral By. 
tels, and forced to go out of Bohemia, Several Cardinals were wit 
them,to curſe thoſe Rebels of damnable Commonwealth Principles with 
Bell, Book and Candle,with all Order and Decency that could be,andys 
notwithſtanding, that Loyal Army could not ſtand before this fatiog 
Rabble, tho* a Cardinal gave them his Bleſſing, told them that they 
fought againſt Heretick:, Dogs,and_what not ? promiſed them Indul.

than wholly ro overturn that Sacred Order, they being much of the 
ſame Principles with Fifch Monarchy men, and thoſe of that Kidney 
here,by whoſe means undoubtedly,they having made ſo ſtrong a Party 
in the Army, King Charles I. was fo horridly Murdered, to the ab 
horrence of all gacd Men, even ſuch as were of Opinion that Subj:& 
might lawtu!ly defend themſelves againſt the Encroachments of Princes 
upon there Laws and Liberties.

not have been thought ſo ſeaſonable): and: thereby! ſhuffling out thoſe 
Exhortations which immediately concerned the Salvation of Souls, and 
by the Immoral praftices of ſeveral of 'them. We know thereis: 
Church where more honour is ſhewed to Chrifts Vicar than tohim- 
ſelf; I wiſhit benot ſo-with many of our- Non-refiſtance Men to his 
Vicegerent, + But ſince it muſt needs be granted that it depends.on the 
Jatter, the ſincerity of thoſe men' in this particular . may be tryed by 
their obſervance of other parallel Duties injoined in that ſame Gene- 
ra] Precept, and if they be found-tardy in thoſe we have the mor 
reaſon to ſulpe&t themin this, 1 have ſeveral times wondred why of al 
men in the World moſt of our Non-refiſtance Champions ſhould hare 


the conhderice to pretend to' the Obſervation of fo ſelf-denying a Pre 
Cep!, 
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wp! a that ſeems to be;” fince none are readier to reſent the leaſf 
[jjuries than they are,- yea; when they will look upon that to be an In- 
ry which is really none ; and it ſo be they cannot put up the leaft ſup- 
ed injury inthe ſmalleſt things,and from which they can receive the 
kat prejudice, how can it be ſuppoſed they would do ir, if it ſhould 
one to the loſs of: Lives and Liberties ? None that 1 know of, except 
the Romaniſts, have ſo far vented their Spleen, and ufed ſuch rigour 
nd ſeverity againſt choſe rhar differ from them, none have defamed 
nd miſrepreſented them more than thoſe men who eſpecially plead for 
Non-refiſtance 3 and how that great Chriſtian principle of Love which 
they ſo much pretend to, is exerciſed therem, | cannot conceive: Now 
{there be fuch a failure in thar fo Obvious and Necetſary a Duty, I 
think, that without any great breach of Charity a wan may conclude 
that their Dotrine of Non-reliſtance is no other than the DoQrine of 
the Bow: ſtring.” For if their Loyalty, which they ſo much pretend to 
proceede®f from an_unfeigned reſpeft to the Command of God, a re- 
ſpelt to the fame Command would likewiſe inſpire them with Chriſti- 
n Love'and/Charity towards all men, tho*never ſo much difſenting 
from them,” much more towards thofe who d.ftrr only fromthem in 
fmallker Matters. So that while they thus boaſt char they have fulftille4 
the Commandment of the Lord in deſtroying thoſe 4Amalekires, I 
mean thoſe finful Paſſions that are ſo prejudicial to Societies as well as 
patticular Men';the beatings of the Sheep teſtify againſt them that they 
ae not ſuch as they would make the World believe; notwithſtandin 
dl their ſpecious pretences to Loyalty, And lince they uſed to inveigh 
much againſt other perſons when they exprelt their diſlike againſt fome- 
Arbitrary Proceedings in the Reign of King Charles Il. as thoſe that” 
te evil of Dignities, and ſo reckoned chem as the'work of men, whe? 
ſe that but*eſpouled their darling Non-reſiſtance, tho' otherwiſe the 
fin of Humanity itſelf, much more of Chriſtianity,' were good honeſt 
men ; I only would deiire them to rcfl:& upon their InveEhves again't 
the late Ring Famer, for near the laſt 2 years of his Reign, and hov 
kindly they entertained the ſevereſt Lampoons againſt him. There 1s 
none that converſt with them but can teſtify to the Truth of this, an], 
[doubtnot but this Author had his ſhafe-in it,- Nay, may we , not re-/ 


member how highly many of them reſented Ring Charles I, His par:

But to let you know the fincerity of his Undertaking, he tells you 
that he intends no Diſturbance by it, ſince he only does the Office of an Hiſtori- 
g, in barely citing his Authors, and ſo he excuſes himielf from making 

every Argument therein, fince the Authors moſt of them being alive, are 
obliged ro manage that ; wherein he is tobe commended for his Pruden:», for

kually done, and people praftiſed accordingly, who d>ubts bur we had been 
aworke Circumſtances than ever ? For the Army that was brought over could 
ave ſignified nothing againſt King Fmes's, had not (togive themour Authors 
tion) ſo many Rebellious Subjects joined them. Now I can ſez no 

her reaſon why they did not infiſt on it then, but that they ſaw the evil of 
running out too much upon it formerly, and conſidered that if they ſhould 
ſlight ſo favouratile a ,Providence as God had offered, for delivering them
